He  was  not  at  large 
vei  v  "ions.  lor  the  I'aptain  dearly  loved  Rufua  and 
t-aused  dilieeni  search  to  be  made  for  him.  After 
he  was  found,  much  to  his  disgust,  he  was  forced 
to  return  to  the  ship  and  assist  in  unloading  its  car^ 
of  coal.     However,  all  good  things  come  to  an  end, 
the  ship  was  home-ward  bound,  carrying  little  Rufus 
with  all  Ms  ambitions  of  a  seaman  cast  to  the  four 

On  returning  home  he  entered  his  father's  bus- 
iness in  Germany,  and  for  two  years,  superintended 
the  shipment  of  consignments  from  Hamburg.  Ru- 
fus. however,  was  not  satisfied,  he  had  learned  the 
art  of  cleaning,  and  his  great  ambition  was.  to  be  a 
cleaner  of  trusting  humanity  on  a  large  financial 
Rcale.  One  dark  and  dreary  night  Hamburg  had  the 
misfortune  of  losing  a  citlsen,  and  one  bright  morn- 
ing a  few  days  thereafter,  London's  population  In- 
cluded an  enterprising  youth.

Under  the 
i*|les  of  the  Exchange  a  member  had  to  be  of  legal 
age.  otherwise  he  could  not  be  held  liable  for  con- 
tracts. This  did  not  bother  Rufus.  for  he  promptly 
declared  that  he  was  21  years  old  and  of  course 
was  duly  admitted  as  a  member— see  London  Ex- 
change Register  on  Applications  in  the  year  1879. 
His  membership  however,  was  of  short  duration,  for 
Kufus  was  **hammered'*  as  a  defaulter  and  hia 
guarantors  had  to  make  good  the  defalcation. 

Liater  on.  Rufus.  like  all  good  men,  took  unto 
himself  a  beautiful  wife  for  better  or  worse — see 
marriage  certificate  filed.  Entry  6  and  7.  w  i.  Cap. 
8fi.  General  Register  Office,  Somerset  House.  Lon- 
don 1887,  in  which  Rufus  declared  himself  to  be  26 
years  old.  A  vital  question — did  Rufus  wilfully  de- 
fOtve  the  Stock  ISxchange  or  his  dear  little  wife  as 
tjo  his  real  age?  The  most  despicable  thing  on  earth 
is  a  cheerful  liar.

It  matters  not,  if  it 
Is  practiced  by  one  who  has  the  honor  of  being 
worshipped  aft  a  JEWISH  IDOtj  or  one  who  Is  known 
an  an  drdlimry,  scamp.

Hollars  monthly. 

The  same  year,  the  Marconi  Wireless  Telegraph 
Company,  Limited,  of  England,  had  only  a  limited 
equipment  with  less  than  a  six  hundred  mile  circuit, 
and  the  American  Comimny — its  child — was  consid- 
ered a  joke.

And.  through  Us  attorney  .lohn  W.  'iriggs — Kx- 
Attorney  General  of  the  L'nited  States— now  Presi- 
dent of  the  Marconi  Wireless  Telegraph  Company  of 
America,  bitterly  opposed  the  contirma t ion  and  ap- 
proval of  an  "open-sh'>i>"  agreement,  in  the  Sixtieth 
C(nigress — First  Sessi" 'U.  to  recei ve  and  transmit 
International   United  Wireless  Messages. 

Kvery  effort  was  made  by  the  Marconi  Interests 
to  hauAper  the  United  Wireless  Telegraph  Company. 
Through  conspiracy  and  gross  misrepresentation, 
the  down-fall  of  its  President  Mr.  C.  C.  Wilson  and 
its  r>irectors  ^vere  planned  and  executed  in  collusion 
with  our  (lovernment  Ofllcials,  for  tiie-  purpose  of 
coni].lctely  wrecking  and  looting  the  United  wireless 
Telegraph  Company. 

In  190!).  the  President  and  Dlreotora  Of  the  United 
Wireless  Telegraph  Company  were  arrested  by  Post

on  the  charge  of  representing  that  they  were  selling 
"ireasury"  stock,  but  in  reality  delivering  their  own

ous part  In  the  Criminal  Trial  was — ^the  fact — ^thnt 
the  United  States  Wireless  Telegraph  Company  was 
a  solvent  concern  with  a  rapidly  growing  profitable 
business  and  had  assets  worth  many  millions  of 
dollars.  In  the  face  of  not  selling  any  of  its 
"treasury"  stock. 

After  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  United 
Wireless  Telegraph  Company  had  been  safely  btcked 
up  in  the  Penitentiary,  the  legal  machinery  was 
placed  in  operation  to  completely  wreck  .and  loot  the 
company.

Tills  wonderful  feat,  was  cleverly  in  i  - 
formed  by  Saul  S.  Myers,  a  most  willing  tool  for  a 
consideration.  \vhn  rei)resented  as  attorney,  all  tin* 
di  \  ersified  contlict ing  interests,  e\  en  those  radically 
inimical  in  the  case,  for  the  express  purpose  or  cov- 
ering up  the  gigantic  conspiracy  .-iiul  fraud  praclicf  d 
on  T'liited  AVireless  Telei^raph  Conipsmy  .stockholders 
unfamiliar  with  the  true  condition  of  their  com- 
pany. 

At  the  Creditors  Meeting  before  the  Referee 
Court — the  Referee  being  a  deciepit  old  man.  the 
United  Wireless  Telegraph  Conip-my,  was  forced  to 
face  a  claim  of  $75.(Mnni'i  for  Receivers  Certificate.s 
isstied  to  pay-off  exorbilant  "fake"  State  Uece'*'«rv, 
and  for  an  al  leged  imb  hi  criT)ess  i>f  some  $38.0011.00 
for  money  said  to  have  been  received  by  C.  C.  Wilson 
and  others  on  the  installment  plan  for  "persona!" 
stock  they  sold,  for  which  they  had  not  issued  any 
stock  to  the  purcha.ser.  and  for  a  "personal"  in>*ur- 
ance  i>remiuin  of  |6, 000. Oft  due  on  a  Criminal  Bond 
issued  to  keep  C.  C.  Wilson  out  of  jail  pendlnK  bis 
trial,  and  for  $2,600.00  due  for  current  bills — the  lat- 
ter amount— being  the  only  honest  claim  thnt  was 
legally  proved  up  as  a  liability  in  the  final  settle- 
ment. 

It  appears,  that  these  high-minded  Marconi 
Crooks  and  United  States  Officials  worked  »n  hur- 
riedly, that  they  did  not  take  time  to  c<iver  up  their 
tracks.

Us  Chairman  and  Vice  PresideiU  ot 
the  National  Suretv  Company  of  New  York,  on  Feb- 
luarv  1st  If  11'  ivud  for  some  three  months  there- 
ifter  placed  and  caused  to  be  placed  in  the  Post 
office  letters,  pamphlets  and  other  writing,  ad- 
<lrHS-.ea  to  the  stockholders  of  the  United  Wireless 
'I'eleeraiih  Cnmiianv.  which  they  received  through 
the  medium  -.f  the  "rnited  States  Mails,  to  influence, 
deceive  and  induce  them  to  send  in  to  satd  Reorgan- 
ization Committee.  Fifty  Cents  in  cash  per  share  and 
their  United  Wireless  Stock,  for  the  eacpress  purpose 
of  buvint?  in  the  assets  of  the  United  Wireless  Tele- 
graph Company  at  the  bankruptcy  sal©  to  reorgan- 
ize the  company.  After  some  M25.00p.00  m  cash 
and  some  65il.noii  shares  of  United  Wireless  Stock 
had  been  collected  through  the  United  States  Mails 
based  on  such  representation,  the  assets  were  pur- 
chased with  their  money  and  stock  at  the  bank- 
ruptcy sale,  but  no  reorganization  was  carried  out 
as  represented,  on  the  contrary,  the  assets  were 
fraudulently  juggled  over  to  the  Marconi  Wireless 
Telegraph  Company.  Limited  of  England,  in  whi^ 
United  Wireless  Telegraph  Company  wtoeOtholders 
have  no  interest  whatever.   _  _         ,     ,  , 

In  1911  and  1912.  the  stockholders  of  the  [  nited 
Wireless  Telegraph  Company,  were  delnerately

H.  .h-y.-e,  I'residcnt;  and  Arlhur 
P  West,  Resident  Vi.c  President;  every  bank  and 
m'onev  order  deparlment  of  the  Post  Uflice  and  Ex- 
press'Companies,  permitted  themselves  to  be  ut\eon- 
sciouslv  used  as  a  tool  in  endorsing  the  fraud  nrac- 
liced  oil  some  thirtv  thousand  Cnited  Wireless  Tele- 
'graph  Con>i'anv  stockholders,  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
riching a  t,'ang  of  human  vultures. 

It  was  an  easv  matter  to  defraud  the  stockholders 
nf  the  I  nited  Wireless  Telegraph  Comi>any  out  of 
their  hard-earned  money  and  stock.  These  poor 
trusting  people  never  suspected  that  United  States 
Officials  and  the  National  Surety  Company  of  New 
York  would  permit  such  a  wrong,  much  less  do  such 
a  wrong.

sense",  and,  as  a  horse  has  little  or  no  seTise,  nuich 
efficienc>'  is  in  evidence.  Pi 'st master  Ceneral  Bur- 
leson is  so  busy,  favoring  and  financially  protecting 
the  si)ecial  i>rivilege  crowd,  tliat  be  has  no  time  nor 
inclination  to  look  into  the  mismmiagenten l  of  the 
j>ostal  business  or  investigate  his  friends  guilty  of 
high-minded  fraud  in  the  misuse  of  the  United 
States  Mails  in  open  defiance  of  the  postal  laws. 

Many  millions  of  dollars  are  expen^Ud  annua! I >" 
in  maintaining  a  "pussy -foot"  department  to  fern-t 
out  crime  in  the  misuse  of  the  United  States  Mails, 
and  seldom  a  large  criminal  is  lirought  to  justice. 
Big  self-c-onfessed  thieves  are  permitted  to  use  the 
Ma 'Is  for  fraudulent  puri)oses  and  small  oft'enders 
who  th High  ignorance  m isuse  the  mails  ai'e  man- 
handled and  quickly  railroaded  to  the  Penitentiary 
with  all  the  wrath  of  an  out-raged  Government.

who  seem  lo  own  our  i_Juvorninent  officials  body  and
